CRYSTAL MAID HAS EASY TIME WINNING 
LATONIA FIXTURE FOR FILLIES. 



But Three Contestants and Finish Comes as Betting 
Indicates — Public Choices Make Dismal 



Showing and Layers Rejoice. 



Cincinnati. (>.. June lo. — The Latonia Oaks. lik«* 
the Derby, was contested by only three starters and 
proved u tame affair from a racing point. Crystal 
Maid, eliding Relic and Floreal ran in Indian tile 
for the entire mile and a quarter in the order named 
and came to the finish about the same relative dis- 
tance apart as had been maintained throughout. 
The net value of the stakes was $2,190. Had the 
track i»een in good shape, the Oaks doubtless would 
have attracted other eligibles. including some of the 
best fillies in the west. To the bettor* the outcome 
of the race was satisfactory, as Crystal Maid enjoyed 
favoritism, with Glidiug Belle preferred over Floreal. 
At one stage of the running, eliding Belle gave her 
backers some encouragement by moving up to the 
leader as if alamt to pass her, but it was only a 
spurt and the favorite moved away with ease when 
called (hi. 

Today s excellent card, which promised good rac- 
ing. was again marred by threatening weather and 
bad track conditions. During the afternoon, thunder- 
storms with occasional showers prevailed and at the 
close of the racing a heavy downpour occurred. This 
will preclude the )>ossibility of a fast track during 
the remainder of this week. 

Favorites were beaten in all the races except the 
stake and . some of the more venturesome layers 
operated at a handsome profit. In the opener, some 
well-thought-of juveniles started, including The Fad. 
Because of supposed liking for the going. The Fad 
was confidently backed, but he was docisively 
beaten by Donau. Prince Imperial and Salian. In- 
dustrious circulation of rejiorts that the winner dis- 
liked the going and that he was not quite ready- 
after his long rest, was responsible for the long 
price quoted against him. 

Of the useful sprinters engaged in the third race. 
Marse Abe was backed almost to the exclusion of 
the others, but he disappointed by failing to beat 
Dainty Dame. The latter is at present in excellent 
form and in goiug such a* prevailed today, is 
capable of holding her own with the best sprinters 
in local training. It was reported that Marfee Ahe’s 
connections lost a tremendous sum by his defeat. 

Moadowgrass. which has been displaying steady 
Improvement, made a show of his opponents in the 
second race and scored an easy victory. The favor- 
ite. La Fayette, ran one of his bad races and failed 
to get a place at the finish. 

Tom Holland, on the streugth of recent showings 
Hi rtitrtfiff gojug. justified the support that was con- 
fidently accomed mm. but. like the other favorites, 
he made a dismal showing. The recently acquired 
Mac Hamilton won the trace, landing her second purse 
for ber new owners. 

Warner Griswell. running to ids best form. came 
away- in the stretch after disposing of his former 
stablemate. Ketchemike. and won the closing race, 
with Lillie Turner second. 

Secretary Murphy received assurances today from 
owners McDowell and Greener of their willingness 
to star* their respective charges. King’s Daughter 
and Olandmla. in a special race at weight for age. 
Tin' conditions of the race are so framed that this 
pair must be starters or the association reserves the 
light to declare the race off. The distance is to Ik 
a mile and a furlong and the race will be run next 
Tuesday. After this race Mr. McDowell will ship 
King’s Daughter to New- Y'ork to be a starter in tin 1 
Suburban Handicap. The decision of the race will 
have no hearing on King’s Daughter’s Suburban im- 
post. 

.lame* I*. Ross is here, representing the Lexington 
Association, soliciting entries to the stakes to he run 
for at tin* Kentucky Association track next spring 
and tin* year following. The Breeders’ Futurity, 
with an estimated value of $20,000, will be run dur- 
ing the spring meeting of 1911. The entries to all 
the stakes will close June 15. 

Clovis, which started in the fifth race, was making 
liis first appearance under colors since the inaugural 
meeting at Oaklawu, Hot Springs.

Toronto, 
as being in tlieir opinion opposed to the true inter- 
ests of racing, and thereby call the attention of 
owners, trainers, jockeys and all connected therewith 
to their expression of opinion in this matter.

It lias a well-to-do and thrifty population 
of more than 100,000, and Charles W. Leavitt, Jr., 
the builder of the Saratoga and Belmont Park 
courses, has recently constructed a tine mile ‘track 
there. It is the intention of the Canadian Bureau. 
Mr. Rvan savs, to extend its chain of stallions and 
its influence to the Pacific coast. The people of tbe 
western provinces are enthusiastic horse lovers. 
There are several prominent thoroughbred stallions 
in Alberta. Duncan Cameron, a Scotch-Canadian, 
who used to race in this locality, has at his place 
near Calgary the British stallion.

Shows Sudden Improvement That Arouses Gossip— Gravesend Special Will Have Nominees from Most 
Steeplechase Race a Farce. Formidable Stables This Year. 



Montreal. Quo.. June 10. — The Prince of Wales 
Handicap, a steeplechase stake which called for a 
journey over the full course, and a handicap flat 
race at seven furlongs, were provided for attractions 
at Blue Bonnets this afternoon. Good fields went 
to the post in lioth events. The Colt stable furnished 
the winner of the former in Kara, while Chief 
Hayes, a horse that did not run to his best form 
in his previous effort, made an exhibition of his 
field in the handicap on the flat and Incidentally 
established a new track record for the distance when 
he covered the seven furlongs in 1 :26. Naturally 
Chief Hayes’ victory, coining as it did on top of his 
poor showing in his previous effort at Toronto, fur- 
nished final for gossip. That his victory was antic- 
ipated in some quarters was shown by the lictting. 
tiie horse having been backed from a high price of 
S In I down to 4 to 1. Jle dashed to the front 
when tiie barrier was lifted and. showing dazzling 
sliced throughout. was never headed. The pace was 
fast from start to finish, the fractional time being 
'•«*. 47*. 1:13* and 1:26. 

The band i cap steeplechase was little better than 
i farce. Kara, the winner, was tiie only one of the 
six starters that finished the course without a mis- 
hap. Kara ran coupled with Reginald as the Colt 
•utry. Tiie notice tioard showed tlmt tiie stable 
bad declared to wiu with Reginald. The latter 
i La abed to the front when the start came and led 
Ids field by a big margin until tiie eighteenth fence. 
&• here lie lioltod out of tiie course. Palmer fimrilv 
succeeded in pulling him up. but when he took the 
lump he unseated his rider and ran awav. Kara 
then went on and won. In the meantime Reginald 
was caught and remounted and finished second. 
Wuerzbrrgor. which finished third, lost his rider at 
the fifth jump, but was remounted and lumbered 
•ver the course in slovenly fashion. Touch wo- id 
was the first of the field to come to grief. He 
went to Ids knees after landing at tiie second jump 
and lest his rider. Expansionist, after making one 
turn of tiie field, lost Archibald and then Byzantine 
fell heavily at the thirteenth fence. For a time it 
was thought that the latter had broken his leg. 
but tiie horse finally scrambled to his feet. ’Hie 
ra«e was worth $1,790. the winner’s portion of which 
was $1,455.

Mr. Follansbee. owner of Astarita. the first Astoria 
winner: Mr. McCarren. owner of Ocean Tide, tbe 
second, and Mr. Dwyer, owner of Melissa, the latest 
winner, are out because they have no fillies this 
season. But they will be guests at the dinner at 
the Waldorf Astoria following the winning of tbe 
race. 

Mr. Keene and Mr. Whitney are new 
subscribers. Iu years gone by they were not asked 
to subscribe liecause of the bigness of their stables. 

It was tiie desire of tbe promoters of the race to 
keep it among horsemen maintaining stables of small 
or moderate size, who had no big stock farms to 
draw uimiii for candidates.

FRANK GILL EXPIRES ON GRAVESEND TRACK 
AFTER FINISHING SECOND IN RACE. 



Horse Had Won a Fortune in Pursos for J. L. Mc- 
Ginnis — Outsiders Take Most of Gravesend 
Races, Including Patchoguc Stakes. 



New York. June 10. — Frank Gill, an English -bred 
horse that bad won a fortune iu purses for J. L. 
McGinnis, dropped dead after an unavailing effort 
to overhaul The Squire, winner of tlTc third race 
at Gravesend today. Jockey Scnville. wlm rode the 
horse, said that Frank Gill ran his race like a hor(e 
that was doing bis liest and doing it willingly. 
“Immediately after passing tiie finish.” he added. 
*ho liegan to stride so uncertainly and unevenly th.it 
I thought lie was alsiut to fall. It was not until we 
had turned and were heading for the judges’ stand 
that Mr. McGinnis’ horse fell and expired.” 

Frank Gil! was highly regarded by the breeders 
of the country because of bis exquisite blood linos 
and his perfect conformation. His owner had been 
looking forward to a groat career in the stud for 
him after his racing days were over. 

On tiie strength or his close fourth in the Brooklyn 
Handicap. Frank <4111 had been heavily played at. 
odds-on to win today’s race. lie only succeeded 
in finishing a distant second, just in front of so 'or- 
dinary an opponent as Killicernnkie. In tbe opinion 
of the veterinary surgeons who hastily examined him. 
the grand-looking son of Collar and Ravel lo II. died 
of heart disease. J. I*. McGinnis wept as he saw Ids 
greatly prized horse stretched lifeless mi the mnddy 
track. Earlier in the day. Notasulga. one of Frank 
Gill’s stablematcs. had won at lucrative odds. 

Frank Gill made his best showing as a thiye- 
year-old. nothwitlistaiiding that In that season he 
was pitted against such eraek racers as IVter Pan. 
Ballot, Nealon. Montgomery, Salvidere and Charles 
Edward. He was one of the really sensational horses 
of that year. As a two-year-old lie attracted little 
attention until late iu the season, when 4ie won 
some good races, including the Lynlirook Ilandie.ii> 
and the Remscn Handicap at Jamaica. In his threo- 
year-old form he figured as the winner of the With 
ers. Equality. Coney Island Jocker Club. Travers and 
Hindoo Stakes. He twice Irimnphcd over the sensa- 
tional Peter Pan and showed himself to be a colt 
of remarkable speed, stamina and ability, to handle 
high weight successfully. His victories were all iu 
rich stakes and. with the exception of the 'gravers, • 
as an outsider in the betting.

DIFFERENCES IN CROSS-COUNTRY STYLES. 

Lookers-on at the jumping competitions at the 
Olympic Horse Show last year could not help Ik* 
mg struck by the remarkable difference between the 
English cross-country style and the foreign style. 
It was at once very evident that the horses entered 
by the French. Italian ami Belgian owners had been 
much more carefully trained iu jumping of every 
sort, particularly high jumping. 

These horses were for the mast part Irish-bred, 
hut their training was entirely continental. Their 
style and the methods by which their very superior 
results were attained were stigmatized by English 
horsemen as “circus.” but there could be no ques 
tion as to their success, anil this year it is lie- 
lived that some r(;al attempt is being made among 
British army officers to face the competition. 

The difference in method of training the English 
and continental horses for show jumping is no 
greater than that between the styles of the English 
and continental riders. This is explained as fol- 
lows by one of the ln*st horsemen present at last 
year’s show: 

‘In order to enable their horses to clear the very 
big jumps at the International Horse Show the 
French and Belgians sat quite upright, and as the 
horse begins to stretch liis in*ek as he clears the 
jump, they let their reins slip through their fingers, 
so as to let the horse reach out as far as he likes, 
and he lands with bis head free, the rider gathering 
up liis reins after landing. 

“The Italians also give their Imrses their heads 
for landing, but they do so by leaning forward and 
stretching out their arms, at the same time rising 
out of the saddle. They claim by this unffhoil to 
lie aide to save their horse better if he makes a 
mistake on landing. 

“The English style is to lean back as soon as 
the horse is over the top of the fence. Unfortunately 
few let go of their horses’ heads ou landing ai-ij 
during the jump are apt to keep a hard pull on bis 
mouth, which prevents his being able to get bis bind 
legs high enough to clear the fence without striking 
it. Anyone watching the riders in a steeplechase 
will see bow the English riders lean bark and bold 
on to then* horses’ heads.”

big bay colt by St. Frusquin, out of Evergreen. He 
has already won the Surrey Foal Stakes at Epsom, 
the Salisbury Foal Stakes at Salisbury and the Bed- 
' D’Td Stakes at Newmarket. Greenback is owned by 
Lord Villiers, who bought him for $4,000 from bis 
breeder. Sir John Thursby. He was foaled April 
23. 1907, and without being big. has plenty of 
Hcope and liberty: whilst his breeding leaves nothing 
to be desired, for St. Frusquin. besides being an 
vxcellent and gallant racer, has proved a good sire, 
and Evergreen comes of line lineage, by Bend Or 
from Ivy Spray (dam of ('eannacroc and Grey Green) 
by Galliard from Wild Ivy by Springfield.

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THE EPSOM OAKS AND ITS WINNERS. 

Striking Incidents in the History of & Race Longer 
Established Than the Epsom Derby. 



Like tlie Epsoin Derby, the Epsom Oaks of tills 
year was marked by an accident ami. as in the case 
of the Derby, it was the favorite that was the vic- 
tim. But Electra. the Oaks favorite, d id not stum- 
ble. as Sir Martin did. She was simply left at the 
post and deprived of any chance of winning. She 
went after her opponents and ran a capital raee 
from where she got off. but it was a hotieless case. 

Originally founded in 1779 by the twelfth Earl of 
Derby, who in the following year inaugurated the 
Epsom Derby, the Oaks once was second only in 
popularity to the Blue Riband of the Turf. The 
first Epsom Oaks was run on Friday. May 14. 1779. 
as a sweepstakes of $250. for fillies: the distance, 
as now, was over one and a half miles. In those 
far-off days the weights were but 119 pounds; now. 
however, the starters have to shoulder 129 pounds. 
For the first Oaks there were seventeen subscribers, 
from which twelve starters carried silk, the race 
going to the founder by the success of his lordship’s 
filly, Bridget. She w*as a daughter of the cele- 
brated Herod: starting favorite at 5 to 2. she 
gained immortal fame by beating a filly of that 
name. Mr. Vernon’s Fame, third place going to a 
daughter of Eclipse. The subscribers fell to six 
teen when Faith (1781) won: in fact, it was not 
until Wings’ (1825) year that the number reached 
fifty. Only once since t’ruciflx (1840) won has the 
number fallen below’ three figures: the year referred 
to was Poison’s (1843). and then ninety -one sub- 
scribed. The record as regards subscribers was 
250. when the American-bred filly. Cap and Bells, 
wqp for Mr. Foxhall Keene in 1901; tlie stakes then 
reached $26,525. 

In the long list of Epsom heroines there is no 
owner tliat has gained the unique position obtained 
by the Duke of Grafton. During a period of less 
than thirty years his fillies w’ere victorious on no 
less than nine occasions; they were Pelisse (1804). 
Morel (1808). Music (1813), Medora (1814). Minuet 
(1815). Pastille (1822). Zinc (1823). Turquoise 
(1828), and Oxygen (1831). Lord Grosvenor won 
the Oaks five times, as did Lord Egremont. who 
was racing about that period. The former nobleman 
won with Faltli (1781). Ceres (1782). Maid of the 
Oaks (1783). Beilina (1799). and Meteora (1805). 
while Lord Egreniont’s colors were carried in the van 
by Nightshade (1788). Tag (1789). Platina (1795), Ep- 
hemera (1800). and Caroline (1820). In modern 
times the Duke of Portland has been successful 
w-ith Memoir ( 1890 ). Mrs. Butterwick (1893), Amia 
ble (1894), and La Roche (1900). Previously the 
magpie jacket of Lord Falmouth had been made 
famous by its prominence on a remarkable quartette 
of liigli-class fillies. First came Queen Bertha 
(1893), which in later life gave Ixird Falmouth a 
brace of Oaks winners in Spinaway (1875) and 
Wheel of Fortune (1879). which followed Jannette 
(18<8> as the heroine on Epsom Downs. Famous 
horsemen that have won the ladies’ race are manv. 
Even Chi/ney, senior. w*as successful four times — on 
Ceres (1)82). Maid of the Oaks (1783). Tag (1789). 
a “d Hyppollta (1799): while later young “Sam” 
Lhlfney carried off the race five times — on Briseis 
(1807). Sorcery (1811). Landscape (1819), Shoveller 
(1819), and Wings (1825). These records were sur- 
passed by Buckle when he rode in all nine w inners 
the tfieat classic, viz.: Nike (1797). Bellisslnia 
Beilina (1799). Scotia (1802). Theophania 
Meteora (1805). Neva (1817). Corinne 
(1818), and Zinc (1S23). Another famous name 
worth mention is that of John B. Dav. tlie rider of 
Turquoise (1828). Oxygen (1831). Pussy (1834). 
Deception (1839). and Crucifix (1840). He was fol- 
lowed after a brief interval by F. Butler, the rider 
of Poison (1843) and The Princess (1844): then 
'"ter lie bad the leg up on Lady Evelyn (1849). 
Khedyciua (1850), Iris (1851). and Songstress 
(1852)— these four winners, it will be noticed, won 
in successive jears. 

(hie of the ‘most famous mares that ever won on 
Epsoin Downs was Crucifix (1840). Bred bv he** 
owner. Ixird George Bentiuck. she was the marvel 
of her decade, and liad an unbeaten career during 
her short period on the race course. As a two-year- 
old she carried off nine races, including the July 
Stakes. Chesterfield Stake's and Criterion Stakes, 
which brought her owmer $22,925 in stakes— poor in 1 
comparison with the $67,475 which Prettv Polly won 
in the same number of races during 1903. As a 
three-year-old Crucifix started hut three times win 
lung the One Thousand Guineas. Two Thousand 
Guineas and Epsom Oaks. In the latter race the 
horses were delayed an hour at the post through no 
fewer than sixteen false starts. “She can afford to 
flirt with the best of them for half a dav.” her 
owner remarked, as she eventually got left fully 
oO yards, a distance she could have made up four 
times, so absolute was her superiority over her 
rivals on that day. On the Oaks Lord George Ben 
tinck won $100. 000 ami about three times that 
amount over lier other victories. At the stud Cru- 
cifix gained further celebrity through hot* son. Sur- 
plice. the Derby and St. Leger winner of 184S. 

There have been few men in the world that have 
filled so very many stages In life as John Gully, the 
owner of the Oaks winner. Mendicant, the heroin” 
of 1849. John Gully started life as a butcher, and 
at the age of twenty fought Pearce, the ‘‘Game 
tlucken. for the migilistic championship of Eng 
laud. He was then defeated, but later won the 
laurels, which he defended bv beating Gregson in 
two different fights. With these victories to his 
credit he resigned the title of champion of England 
and left the prize ring forever. He afterwards l»e- 
eame a leading bookmaker, ami at different poriods 
owned many great race horses. Twice the Derby 
fell to his animals, first Pyrrhus the First (1849). 
then Andover (1854). Previously Margrave (18.22* 
had carried off the St. I>eger. After Mendicant won 
the Oaks Gully disposed of her to Sir Joseph Hawley 
for $20,000. At that time the price was “verv 
large.” hut in the end turned out a very lucky bar- 
gain. At the stud she produced Beadsman. Which 
won the Blue Riband of 1858 and landed for Sir 
Joseph about $500,000 in bets alone. In fact. Men- 
dicant was the foundation stone of Sir Joseph Haw- 
ley’s remarkable successes: through her famous son. 
Beadsman, she became the granddam of the cele- 
brated Blue Gown. 

There was no mare during the ’sixties that was 
such a public idol as Colonel Pearson’s Achievement. 
During her wonderful two-year-old* season (1869) 
she won the Woodcote Stakes. New Stakes. Julv 
Stakes. Chesterfield Stakes. CliAmpagne Stakes and 
Criterion Stakes, after having suffered defeat but 
twice. In the Clearwell Stakes she succumbed to 
Plaudit, then The Rake lowered her colors in the 
first Middle Park Plate. When Achievement made 
her re appearance on a race course for the One Thou- 
sand Guineas she was but half the till v that had 
romped home under all the penalties for the Cri- 
terion Stakes the previous year. However, she won 
then in a field of eight runners, with odds of 8 to 1 
laid on her. But at Epsom she was out of all form 
and was defeated by Hippia. running a dead heat 
with Romping Girl for second place, naturally start- 
ing a hot favorite. At Ascot she went under twice 
to Vauhan. hut. regaining her form, won the Great 
Yorkshire Stakes at York In a canter. Achievement 
then went to Doncaster, where she won the St. 
Leger and old-time Doncaster Cup. beating Hermit, 
the sensational Derby winner, in both races. 

Bred at the Hampton Court Stud. La Flecbe was 
purchased as a yearling by Baron de Hirseh for 
$27. 500. The own sister to Memoir won all 
her two-year-old engagements, including the Cham- 
pagne Stakes, lieating Sir Hugo. As a three-year- 
old she carried off the One Thousand Guineas the 
Oaks and St. Leger (again heating Sir Hugo). New- 
market Stakes. Nassau Stakes. Grand Duke Michael 
Stakes, the Cambridgeshire and the then valuable 
Lancashire Plate. Yet for some Unknown reason 
s-he was defeatiKl by Sir Hugo in the Derby. The 
following season she won the Liverpool Summer Cup 
and the Lowther Stakes, going still higher in 1894 
by winning the Ascot Gold Cup and Champion 
Stakes, which brought her winnings un to $173,815 
during four years. 

From the day when her purchaser gave the record 
yearling price — $50.000 — for Sceptre at the famous 
Kingsclere sale of 1900 the peerless daughter of 
Persimmon and Ornament commenced a romantic 
career. In the following year she made her debut 
by easily winning the Woodcote Stakes, a victory 
she followed up by taking the July Stake’s, but was 
later beaten by' Game (Tick in the Champagne 
Stakes. After a sensational defeat by St. Mael ut 
in the Lincolnshire Handicap of 1902 she won the 
One Thousand Guineas, also the Two Thousand 
Guineas, beating Pistol and Ard Patrick. Starting 
a warm favorite for the Derby she was beaten by 
Ard Patrick. Rising Glass and Friar Tuck. How- 
ever. later in the same week she won the Oaks in a 
canter. She then won and lost in turn, her suc- 
cesses being the St. James’ Palace Stakes. Nassau 
Stakes and St. Leger. which she won easily from 
Rising Glass and Friar Tuck. After a fruitless at- 
tempt to win tlie “Lincoln” in 1903 Sceptre was 
sold to Mr. Bass for $125 000. She then won good 
races, including the Hardwicke Stakes. Champion 
Stakes. Limekiln Stakes. Jockey Club Stakes, under 
140 pounds, and the Duke of York Stakes. In the 
“ten-tbousand-pounder” she gave Rock Sand fifteen 
pounds and the biggest trouncing be ever suffered. 
This marvelous mare. • the wonder of her time, won 
in all $203,908. 



OWNERS OF EPSOM DERBY WINNERS. 



Of the 130 Epsom Derby winners, only one. Minora, 
was owned by a sovereign. Five have been owned 
by royal princes, seventeen by dukes, twenty-seven 
by lords, twenty by baronets and knights and fifty- 
three by “plain misters.” The remaining owners 
include a count, a baron* an admiral, three colonels 
and a major. 

The first roval victory was in 1788, when the 
Prince of Wales, later George IV.. won with Sir 
Thomas. His brother, “jolly, cursing, courageous 
Frederick.” Duke of* York, won the Derby twice, 
and the present king, whose third Derby was won 
this year, scored his two other wins as Prince of 
Wales in 1899 and 1900. The late Duke of West- 
minster won the Derby four times. 



BERLIN'S NEW RACE TRACK. 

Murray Howe, who went abroad with the famous 
Billings trotters, writes from Berlin an interesting 
description of tlie magnificent new race track that 
has recently been ✓opened there. Concerning the 
eourse Itself he says: 

“There is au inner track one-half mile long, made 
of straw laid several inches deep on top of sod that 
bad been previously rolled with a heavy roller. This 
straw track is niheli used for training purposes. The 
footing is surprisingly good on this track in all 
kinds of weather. Our horses like it and can step 
as fast as one cares to ride over it. This straw-seal 
track is a good thing and 1 am sure many of onr 
Amerieau stock farms coaid make and use one to 
good advantage during tlie wet days of early spring. 
The track proper is shaped like our best trotting 
tracks, but it is. like most of the European tracks, 
made of coarse sand laid on a foundation of macadam 
and broken brick. After it has been floated it looks 
like a polished floor to the eye, but for the horse 
it is so dead and lifeless that it jars his teeth loose 
when be bits it. and what is worse, breaks away 
from under him at every step. Such tracks are. 
of course, designed to permit racing rain or shine. 
If the tyct weather track is a good thing from a 
racing point of view, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that we could build better tracks than these 
along similar lines. 

“The entire track Is surrounded by grandstands 
and cafes, where tens of thousands of |>eople can sit 
and sip their coffee ami beer and watch the races 
at the same time. All of these buildings are 
located on elevations above terraced lawns sloping 
to the track. Behind these stands, coffee houses and 
cafes, tlie grounds are all laid out like a beautiful 
park, with walks, drives, trees, ornamental shrub- 
bery. flowers and many small lakes. In every cosy 
nook among the trees and around the water, there 
are rustic seats and tables.”
